Response to Arguments 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's remarks filed 6/1 1/07. 
Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-8 of the remarks, filed 6/1 1/07, with respect 

to rejection of claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 under 35 USC 102(e), have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 has been withdrawn. 

Reason For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

In response to applicant's persuasive arguments with respect to independent 
claims 1 and 1 1, the art rejection under 35 USC 102(e) has been withdrawn. The 
closest prior art to Yeredor (US Publication No. 2004/0240542) does not teach or fairly 
suggest constructing a plurality of entrant profiles via data mining algorithms as required 
by claims 1 and 1 1 . Therefore, claims 1 and 11 are allowed. Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are 
depending upon allowed base claims 1 and 1 1 and therefore they are also allowed.
